them, may either be thus underſtood ; They 
are falfe both in their Words and Oaths : or 
thus; There is much haughtineſs and pride in 
their Diſcourſes, and as much falſhood-in all 
their Treaties and Engagements. 


To return to the firſt words in my Text. 

There appear often Eminent Characters of 
God's Providence, iq the raiſing up, and pre- 
terving of Kingdoms ; and in the Viftories-and 
Salvation given to Kings. If there is a Proyi- 
dence that watches over any part of this lower 
World, then certainly the moſt eminent! parts 
of it, upon which the reſt does ſo much depend, 
are its chief care : This has been ſo,univerlally 


confefled., that- thoſe among the Philolophers - 


who thought it below-the Infinite Greatneſs of 
the Divine Being, that. it ſhould takegare of the 
moſt inconfiderable -pares/of: the Creation,, did 
yet believe tharthe greater and more important 
Tranſa&tions were: conducted by ic : Tho' this 
flowed from the low: and: narrow |: Conceprtians 
which they had of God, as.if.an\Univerſal Prg- 
vidence had been'-roo+ great a-diſtraftion, and 
roo-mean a'care for a Being infinicely perfect, 
Bur there is/fuch a Chain in all things, the. moſt 
knportant Matters: taking; oft their iriſe or Op

from very inconfiderable Circumſtances, that ir 
is certain, that either there is no Providence at all, 
or that it has no limits, and takes all things 
within its care. Yet God having put the whole 
Frame of Nature under certain Rules and Laws, 
the greateſt part of Providence is only the Sup- 
porting and Directing of thole Beings that do 
{till a& according to their own Natures ; and 
in theſe, tho' Providence is leſs diſcernable, yet 
it is ſtill che Spring of the whole Machine, which, 
tho* covered and unſeen, gives motion to all 
the parts-of it, There are other more ſolemn 
Occalions, in which ſome ſecond Cauſes are 
raiſed aboye their own pitch, and are animated 
beyond the ordinary rate ; and others are at the 
\ ſame time as far depreſſed below themlelyes; the 
Spirits of the One abating,' as much as thoſe of 
the Other are elevated. This has never appear- 
ed with. more eminent Characters:;than in- the 
Revolutions of. States and Empires, 'in which 
both the. courſe of Natural Agents, the Winds 
and Seaſons, and the tempers of mens minds, 
ſeem to have been managed by ſuch-a direCti- 
on, that not only every-thing, but every cir- 
cumſtance has co-operated to-carry/'on Great 
DeGgns, ini ſuch. a ConjunCion, that thoſe who 
oblerve them with due atrention, are forced-on 
B 2 , many 
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many occaſions ro cry out, This 5s the finger of 

God ! -this #s the Lord's dong! And we may the 

more certainly conclude, that ſuch a Syſteme of 

things is the effe& of a ſpecial and direfting_ 
Providence, when the tendency of it is to ad 

varce lome Deſign in which the Honour of 
God is more particularly concerned. 

Crus, in whom the ſecond Great Monarchy 
began, and by whom God's Fudgments againſt 
Babylon, and the bringing back the Caprivity of 
the Jews, were to be executed, according ro 
what 1/aiah had propheſied above 150 years be- 
fore he was born; Cyrss,l ſay,a ſmall Prince, and 
doom'd to an early Death by a ſuperſtirious 
Grandfather, fcaped that ſevere Fate, and was 
bred up in obſcurity : He firſt dethroned 4ftya- 
ves, his Grandfather ; and after that, he extended 
his Conqueſts into Lydia and 4fia the leſs : Dus 
ring all the progreſsof his Glory, the Babyloians, 
inſtead of putting a timous ſtop to his Vittories, 
thought only of fortifying their Capital. City ; 
which when they had done to a degree that at- 
moſt paſſes belief, he, by diverting the Counfe 
of the River, made himſelf Maſter both of Ciry 
and Empire; and ſent the Jews back to rebuild 
their Temple, retaining ſtill his Authority over 
them. pndhs | 


When 
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When the final Period of this Monarchy came, 
then one of the fmalleft Powers in Greece did 
effe it. The Kingdom of Macedon; had been 
one of the moſt incontiderable of all-that Body, 
tho it was become more /Powerful-.in Philip's 
time. The Greeks had been twice atracket! hy 
the Perfians, and vaſtnumbers had fallen before 
handfuls of chem; upon this, as had been prox, 
phefied-by Daniel, Alexander,a Havghty, a Vain; 
aid a Diffolate Prince, with an Army of 37000; 
men, invaded the Perfian Empire, and after 

Three great Bartels,in the Firſt of which 2 a0000 
came againſt him ; 600000 in the Second, and 
a Million in the Third, he carried his Congquelits. 
on to the Ganges with fuch a Rapidicy of Victo- 
ry and Succels, that nothing could ſtand in his 
way : Among the conquered Provinces, Judea 
was one which came under his. Prote&ion, and 
continued for 146 years under that Branch of. 
his Empire that reigned in Syria. | 

Bur to give another inſtance of this, that has 
a greater relat'on tothe People of God, after the 
Jews had been long under the Syrian Yoke ; An- 
tiochbus Epiphanes, not content with the Subjection. 
that they had paid bis Anceſtors, ferhimfelt ro- 
rally ro deſtroy both their Religion and cheir 
Nation ; npon which Mattathias, the Father of | 


© Judas, 
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Judas, and his Brethren; / a-Prieſt full of Zeal for 
God and-for his Countrey, was raiſed up to re- 
fiſt - that Fury ; he only began the oppolition, 
but dying ſoon after, he lettxthe conduct of the 
Deliverance- of: his Countrey from Periecution 
and Tyranny, to/his Son Judas Maccabeus, from 
whom it paſſed to his Brethren, and to their Po- 
ſterity. A total Subverſion of cheir Religion 
and Policy, was begun, and that according to 
the ſenſe'of all mankind, has ever been eſtecmed 
a Diſſolution of Government ; and Mattathias and 
his Children their venturing on lo dangerous an 
Undertaking, is reckoned up in the Epiſtle to the 
Hebyrews;among the Heroical Attempts of Faich-; 
it is reſerved to the laſt place, and enlarged on 
in a variety of lofty Expreſſions, to ſhew that ir 
was one of the greateſt performances of Faith ; 
And it wasſo' indeed, for it ſeemed to be a de- 
ſperate Attempt, +in which the beſt Succels that, 
realonably ſpeaking, they couid have expected, 
was a ſpeedy and a glorious Death ; they had 
nothing to truſt to, but Miracles of Providence; 
they were few in number, deſtiture of every 
thing, and the Kings of Syria were Maſters of 
all the Strong Places in Judea, and poured in at 
ſeveral times, Seven or Eight great Armies upon 


them: Bur that Deliverance which began in. a/
